REPORTS CARRIED TO WASHINGTON. 
Special Dispatch to The Chica + Tribune. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 19.—A gentle- 
man friendly to the Administration who has 
just arrived from Albany says: Mr. Conk- 
ling certainly cannot be confirmed without 
Democratic votes, and it is very doubtful 
whether he can even be nominated, unless 
he shall take the field in person. He cannot 
certainly be nominated by maintaining state- 
ly isolation in Washington. The Adminis- 
tration Republicans will not go into caucus 
unless they can controlit. They will stick 
to the pledge which they have signed. They 
are very enthusiastic, but perhaps not skill- 
fully organized. They are a little dis- 
posed to demand too much of 
the Administration, and will not 
be pleased with the renominations of a por- 
tion of the Conkling-Grant New York men 
made to-day. These men, however, are 
themselves dissatisfied with Conkling, and 
they state that they will support the Admin- 


istration.

will not come back, and he does not want to. 
He said to a friend yesterday, in New York, 
that he was between two fires all the time in 
Washington, and that life was intolerable for 
him. he Senatorship was not worth hav- 
ing on such conditions.

WHAT THE ASSOCIATED PRESS MAN FOUND

WasnuinorTon, D. C., May 19.—Senator Conk- 
ling arranged to leave for New York City this 
evening. Fortwo days past he has talked very 
little about his plans and purposes, except to his 
most confidential friends. His conversations 
Monday and Tuesday with friends who called. 
leaked out and made bim more guarded. He 
says nothing about the criticism of himself by 
the press, and does not seem to notice it. Tualk- 
ing to-day to a friend who served years with 
bim in the Senate, be said be did not intend to 
turn his hand over to obtain a reélection; that 
he had submitted the issue to the Republican 
purty of New York, and would abide by its judg- 
ment, without any attempt to influence 
it; that if the New York Republicans 
choose to send another man here as Senator, 
a man who would labor, strive, endure, and suf- 
fer to keep New York in the list of Republican 
States, he would utter no wordof protest. On 
the other hand. it the party decides to reélect 
him, be will resume his Senatorial office, but 
that he is not begging for it. Conkling stated 
that he is not worth exceeding $40,000 to-day. 
He has served his party and State so long that 
he isa poor man. He said he could make at 
least $100,000 a year in law practice, and, if 
not reélected, he should devote himseif to 
that. He said further, that the men who were 
working for his reélection were doing so without 
his advice or request. Conkling expressed 
no opinion as to the situation at Albany, and 
gave no further insight into bis plans than that 
contained in what is here given. Oae fact can 
be mentioned as significant, and that is, that no 
Senutor makes any move to take Conkling’s 
seat, which is one of the best in the Senate. The 
prevailing opinion among the Repablican Sen- 
ators seems to be that Conkling wili be reélected.

THE FEELING IN NEW YORK. 

Speciai to Cincinnati Enquirer. 

New York, May 18.—A sensation like that 
of the resignation of Conkling is always en- 
joyed in New York. Some of the real ele- 
ments of Paris exist in this city, which is not 
much aroused by anything outside of its 
own life. There are probably thousands and 
tens of thousands of native New Yorkers 
who have never been further from this city 
than Coney Island. Many of them have 
never crossed the Hudson River, and know 
no more about Jersey City than St. Louis or 
San Francisco. Conkling has only become a 
town character through the cartoons and the 
illustrated newsvapers. He has never been 
liked here. You never hear a New Yorker 
boast about his birthplace, or referring to his 
State by any pet namie, such as Excelsior“ 
or Empire.“ 

There is a geographical blindness about 
the New York islander whieh is as sincere as 
itis apparent. In almost every pointof view 
Conkling is disliked by the people of New 
York. They dislike his using their name 
and that of the State to pull his chestnut out 
of the fire at Washington. | 

Conkling, no doubt, sincerely 

HATES OHIO, 

and he hates almost everything that he does 
not possess. He went to Europe for afew 
weeks, and came back and denounced the 
whole Continent from the front of his hotel 
in a public speech. If he had been the 
author of any large or useful institution, of 
any great statute of freedom, or of any 
thoughful piece of beneficence, he would not 
pass away unmourned; but he is only known 
here as the ringleader of bummers and place- 
jumpers, and the ideaof his resigning be- 
comes. positively ludicrous to the common 
mind and disgusting to the thinking people. 

Much has been said in favor of his private 
character by his partial newspapers; but 
that is open to the gravest suspicion. Some 
time ago he got Arthur, Noah Davis, and 
several others after his fashion, of hunting 
in couples and squads, to send a challenge to 
Senator Bayard, who had said that Conkling 
and the rest had plundered a merchant of 
New York and divided the spoils. I thought 
they had hada good point against Bayard, 
whois altogether too cynical about other 
men’s reputations: and it was, therefore, to 
my astonishment that, almost in the pres- 
ence of Conkling, who was but a few feet 
distant, 

JAYNE, THE INFORMER, 

told me that Conkling had got a fee of $10,- 
000 from the other rascals in the per- 
formance. “I paid Ben Butler $5,000,” 
said Jayne; “and Arthur, Cornell, Laflin 
and company told me that they were going 
to pay Conkling as much.“ I printed this in 
the Enquirer, and it is a singular fact that 
from that day to this Mr. Conkling and his 
party have never pressed conclusfons with 
Senator Bayard. I suppose Jayne saw he 
might be in danger unless he sternly held 
the crowd together to their mutual responsi- 
bility and ignominy. 

To show the estimate put on Conkling by 
his own supporters, I will mention that about 
that time I was talking to the author of most 
of the editorials in favor of Conkling in one 
of our newspapers, and he, hearing the 
story, said: Well, I suppose Jayne’s story 
was true; but you see Laflin is dead, and 
Arthur and Cornell will lle Conkling out of 
his portion of the responsibility.“ Is a man 
perfectly upright whose defenders have 
nothing better than this to say of him? 

You will hardly believe it, but when Conk- 
ling was elected Senator, about 1867, for the 
first time, he was regarded as a reformer, 
and his promotion as a tribute to the intelli- 
gence and youth of the State over the old 
rings which had so long dominated. Mor- 
gan and Fenton, Thurlow Weed and Seward 
had been the prize-takers and bosses of the 
Republican party. People were tired of 
that, and Conkling was elected as a rather 
bright, game young man. For some time 
he behaved well in the Senate; but came 
Grant, and gave him all the patronage of the 
State, and set him up to defend the Admin- 
istration, and from day to this he has 
been one of the most perverted, opinion- 
ated, spoiled men in this or any other Gov- 


ernment. 
HIS GREATEST PERFOMANCE 

was in the renomination of Grant in 1872, 
which he thinks was his private work, where- 
as it — 1 out of the complications, sec- 
tional sm, and misunderstandings of the 
period. The South was stung bY e citations 
from Greeley’s old articles. The business 
North was terribly afraid of that panic which 
they felt certain was morally due, and which 
did come within a few months. So the cow- 
ardic sensitiveness of the times elected 
Granf; and then we had four years of accu- 
onsen, investigations, scandals, and villain- 
ies which almost broke the faith of our peo- 
ple in their Government. Conkling and his 
crowd got ready to run Grant again. but the 
party would not adopt their suggestion: and 
then in 1880 they made another desperate 
effort to put him in, which was only beaten 
after one of the most unexampled contests of 


the kind. 
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In the early part of the campaign Mr. Dorsey 
told me that the workers of the party were go- 
ing to see first whether Garfield was to be an- 
other Hayes. Finally the working crew cut 
loose from Conkling, beaded by Arthur, who 
was tickled like a baby with a brass crown at 
the idea of being Vice-President. 

A HANDSOME, SHALLOW, COMMONPLACE 
MAN, 


who had found city politics congenial, and much 
happier in the company of Patsey, Dick, and 
Bill than in any other company, Arthur wgath- 
ered the boys around him, and whispered that 
old Conkling was jealous of bim, and that they 
must make a united effort for Gartield. | should 
not wonder if material 8 was given them by 
Tammany Hall; and that, I think, is why Tam- 
many screamed so indignantly when Conkling 
broke up the old deal between the Republicans 
and Tammany at the requestof young Bennett. 

Notwithstanding the attempts to mortgage 
him, shave his hair. get letters out of him tor 
future use, and make him out some form ota 
villain if be should even disappoint them, Gur- 
field reached the Presifiency. He made up a 
Cabinet which no man can trutofully say was 
not his own. It disappointed the whole political 
class, but already proves to bea tolerably har- 
monious body, and the country bas become ac- 
customed to it, and trusts it. The moment 
the country becomes satisfied Conkling takes 
littie Platt by the arm and says: “Come up, 

and iet us do a bold act.“ What? says 
Let us both resign, and cut a figure in 
history.” “Wouldn't it be just as bold if you 
went out by yourself?" “No,” says Conkling, 
“it must be the act of a State.” They are now 
taking up a great deal of newspaper space, and, 
as there is but small news in the country, it is 
rather grateful than otherwise to the average 
editor and reader. 

Whatever contempt the authors of this sensa- 
tion may get, they are doing a good thing for the 
country: because the aggressions of the Seuate 
bu ve become one ot the chronic evils of ths 
country, and the more conspicuous the act 
which brings the public to consider them, the 
shorter will be the license granted the Seuato. 
The whole genius of Anglo-Saxon government 
rallies about the Executive. Notwithstanding 
the growth of the Commons in Engignd, they 
bave adbered to the Monarchiva!l feature as con- 
taining the idea of permanence stability. Par- 
llaments die and e dissolved; but the Queen 
sits forever, and from her body is born the Sov- 
ereign to come. Here we use the name of the 
people; but the visible representative of that 
people is the President, whom all the people 
elect, and elect no other man in this Govern- 
ment save the Vice-President. 

THE LOSS OF THE STATE OF NEW YORK 
next fall is aiready discounted. Many Repub- 
licans desire the State to be lost, as the present 
Legislature, to which 2 bas appealed, 
has been deaf to every other kind of appeal, 
and has be@ome a nuisance. It is Conkling who 
has fastened the system on this State of creating 
a partial and unjust Legisiature, by his system 
of districting the State, so that inevitably it will 
be Republican. Time and awzuin be has been 
appealed tu, by both Republicans and Demo- 
crats, tomake an honest apportionment; but 
with his eye single on the Senatorship, he 
has nursed a form of Lexistature unrepublican 
and unfair. There are,as | understand, about 
3,000 appointments under the Governor 
of this State, and perhaps six thousand more 
under the Federal and local Administrations of 
Conkling’s machine. The supposition is that all 
these will vote against the Republican party. 
but I think it doubtful. I have not yet found in 
the City of New York any person in favor of 
Conkling, unless be is a spoilsman, and even 
these are discouraged, and are trimming. 

At Albany the Conkling set bave been trying 
to force an election on the 24th of May. for fear 
their boss will be wholly expunged a week later. 

One ot the signa of the momentis the immense 
number of private letters the newspapers are 
getting, all pitching into Conkling. A banker 
said to me three months ago that if Conkling 
ever had a fall, you would be astonished to find 
how destitute of friends he was; and that event 
seems to have come. 

The New #ork Sun has declared for Conkling, 
which looks ominous for him. 

Postmaster-General James says, in effect, that 
Conkling lies when he quotes bim as having 
been toid by the President that he would not 
send Judge Robertson's name into the Senate. 

Conkling and Piatt unquestionably expected 
that when they resigned the Senate would not 
act on Robertson's nomination till the vacancies 
were filled. 

Gov. Cornell is said to believe that neither 
Piatt nor Conkling will consent to be a candi- 
date for re@lection. 

Dennison, one of the Conkling managers of 
Utica, says Conkling does yor want to go back. 
Some say at Albany that Cornell holds that be- 
cause he sent to one branch of the Legislature 
Conkling’s resignation, sufficient notice has been 
given both bodies. 

A tormer Senator of this State said to me yes- 
terday: “Aman who will go out of the Senate 
in the midst of its. business during an extraor- 
dinary session, and seduce his colleague to go 
out with bim, would desert his post if a soldier, 
and would be shot. Conkling has all the nature 
of an Arnold ora Burr. Morally, the defection 
of Arnold and the sale of his post at the High- 
lands to the British commander was not baser 
than Conklings emptying both the seats of New 
York in the Senate because he could not divide 
the Presidency with Garfield.” GATH. 
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EX- GOV. SPRAGUE. 


He Has a Personal Encounter with an 
Old-Time Friend—The Latter Now 
Threatens to Go Over to the Enemy 
and Make Damaging Disclosures.

Provipenck, R. I., May 19.—Ex-Gov. 

William Sprague and his former inseparable 
companion, Dr. J. B. Greene, had a quarrel 
in public this evening. Meeting on Eddy 
street, near the Narragansett Ilotel, they ex- 
changed hot words, and Sprague then 
slapped Greene’s face. Greene returned on 
Sprague’s nose, and several blows were ex- 
changed. Finally each seemed to have 
enough of the fight, and separated. The diffi- 
culty arose out of the payment of #300 for al- 
leged services of Greene, which the ex-Gov- 
ernor had given his check for. The check 
was not honored, owing to no funds being in 
the bank to meet it, and when Greene de- 
manded that it be made good Sprague 
replied by opprobrious epithets. Greene 
threatens to go over into the enemy's camp and 
make serious and damaging revelations in the 
Sprague divorce suits against the ex-Governor. 
It is impossible to get an interview with Sprague 
to-night, but Greene already proclaims that the 
shotgun episode with Senator Conkling never 
took place; also, that the story of Sprague 
challenging Conkling was probably manufact- 
ured out of whole cloth. Greene has bung 
around Sprague for several years, and un- 
doubtedly knows a great deal of the latter's 
secrets in connection with the divorce. suits; 
but, as it is unlikely that he would have gone 
over to the other side if Sprague’s money had 
held out, his allegations will need investigation 
before acceptance. 


ALASKA TERRITORY, 

Port TOWNSEND, Wash. Ter., May 19.—The 
steamer California arrived from Sitka to-day. 
The steamer left Sitka on the 11th inst. 

Ensign James C. Gilmore, of the Jamestown, 
and Mary S. Ball, daughter of Col. M. D. Ball, 
Collector of Customs of Aiaska, were married at 
Sitka on the 10th inst. 

In view of the influx of miners at Rockwell, 
Alaska, and the liability of disputes concerning 
property which might lead to a collision be- 
tween citizens and a loss of life, in the absence 
of civil laws in the Territory, Capt. Glass, com- 
mander of the naval force in Alaska, has an- 
nounced officially that in case of necessity he 
will use the force under his command to pre- 
serve the peace. He closes his official notice 
by stating that the operations of an 
mining reguiation not in conflict wit 
the United States laws will not 
be intertered with. He declared that military 
authority will be the only recognized Govern- 
ment until contrary instructions are received 
from the President of the United States. Lieut. 
Rockwell, with a force of twenty-one marines 
and seamen and four ensigns, are now in quarters 
at Haroisburg, with instructions to make no in- 
terference save in prevention of violence. 
There is much snow at the mines, though a good 
number of ledges are opening up finely.

A HORRIBLE TRAGEDY.

Terre Ilauter, Ind., May 19.—The most 
horrible tragedy that has ever occurred in 
Vigo County took place this morning on the 
farm of the late William Blocksom, about 
six miles south of the city. The details are 
as follows: In February, McPheeters, a 
young man of about 30 years of age and a 
well-to-do farmer, married Miss Allie E. 
Blocksom, daughter of William Blocksom, 
and a most estimable young lady. Their 
marriage was an unhappy one, and very 
soon domestic difficulties arose, which 
resulted in Mrs. McPheeters leaving her 
husband. They were separated until 
the spring of 1880, when he induced 
her to live with him again, promising to do 
better in the future. During their second 
union their lives were one continual quarrel. 
Mrs. Merheeters, unable to live longer in 
that state, quitted her husband about six 
months since and went home to her mother, 
Mrs. Edna Blocksom, who lives but a short 
distance from the parties. This gave Me- 
Pheeters much trouble, and he has been 
brooding over the matter for some. time. 
Some three weeks since his wife gave birth 
to a child, and this morning Mclheeters 
called at the house to see it. He 
walked into the room in which were 
sitting his wife, neg sister, Miss Belle Blocksom, 
and her mother. le was ordered out of the 
house, and said be would go as soon as he had 
seen his baby. His wife went to the cradle to 
show him the child, little thinking of the terrible 
fate in store for her, and while in the act of tak- 
ing the little thi up McPheeters drew a re- 
volver and fired. ‘The ball entered the right eye 
of his wife, causing instant death. She fell into 
the cradle with the child i her arms and com- 
pletely saturated it with ber blood. Tho 
villian then turned upon Miss Belle, 
and, uttering an oath, fired at her. 
The ball entered therighttemple and penetrated 
the brain, causi death in a half-hour after.. 
To complete the tragedy. he then placed the re- 
volver against his own head ana killed bimeelf. 
Mrs. Blocksom, the eld lady, who was a witness 
to the above, now lies in a critical state, the re- 
sult of nervous prostration. The Mrs. McPheet- 
ers who was killed this morning is a sister of 
Mrs. Evans, who was killed by her husband, 
Samuel Evans, in Couk County, IIlinois, ia 1864. 
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CONVICTED OF MANSLAUGHTER.

RockForp, III., May 19.—The long and ex- 
citing murder and manslaughter trial against 
George W. Glynn has at last come to a close 
by the jury returning the following verdict, 
after about forty hours’ deliberating: 

We, the jury, find the defendant guilty of 
manslaughter, and tix his penalty at oue year in 
the Penitentiary. 

This was a surprise to Glynn and his 
friends, ‘for they had rather expected the 
jury would disagree. When the verdict was 
read Mrs. Glynn burst into tears and subbed 
very loud, while Glynn was also, for the 
first time during the trial, forced to tears. 
The jury, just before returning into 
Court, agreed among themselves not to divulge 
the least circumstance connected with (heir long 
struggle and battling, but, in spite of this agree- 
ment, the following facts have been gained: On 
the first ballot they were equally divided as to 
his guilt or innocence, and then, after an all- 
night struggie, those for conviction gained one, 
making it7 to 5. From that point they kept 
gaining, until they arrived at the verdict as 
given. The question of murder was not consid- 
ered ut all, and the longest term of imprison- 
ment proposed by any of the jurors was for ten 
years, but that only appeared in one ballot. The 
defense entered a motion for a new trial.

CRUISE OF THE VIKING. 


Through Canso’s Gut—A Nova Scotian 
Town and Its Inhabitantse—The 
Viking in a Storm—Aloeng the St. 
Lawrence to Quebec, , 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Yacur VNI Na, unc, May 14.—My last 
letter was sent by the pilot who left us at 
Ship Harbor,.—or, as it has been rechristened, 
„Hawkesbury,“ —Cape Breton Island. We 
anchored in this place, waiting a favorable 
wind, and I was somewhat surprised within 
an hour to receive a telegram from the Post- 
mistress informing me that several letters 
bearing American stamps had been received 
and would be promptly forwarded to the 
dead-letter office unless Canadian stamps 
were affixed! That wasinteresting informa- 
tion, and also decidedly vexatious. The let- 
ters were in the Post-Olfice at Mulgrave, Nova 
Scotia. We were across the Strait, or Gut of 
Canso, at Hawkesbury, Cape Bretoa Island. 
The ferryboat would probably go across 
again that night, but would not return until 
some indefinit time thé next day. The yacht 
was to sail at daybreak. How to affix stamps 
on the letters and yet sail with the yacht,— 
that was the perplexing question. Some one 
had to be trusted to do the work for us, so we 
decided to trust the Hawkesbury Post- 
master. Money was given him to for- 
ward to the Mulgravian Postmistress, and 
we then telegraphed to the latter that the 
money had been so deposited. I hope the 
letters were forwarded to their destinations. 
if not, war between Great Britain and the 
United States is necessary to atone tor the 
rejection of the latter’s stamps as being de- 
void of value. We are in favor of an Inter- 
national Stamp Conference. It isnot always 
possible to carry around the stamps of ail 
nations, nor are they everywhere purenase- 
able. Yet our mail would have go to the 
Dominion Dead-Letter Offiee had We gone 
along on our journey, instead of deciding to 
anchor for the night. 

Hawkesbury is a dead-alive sort of a tow 
containing about 800 inhabitants. It has 
Marine Railway,a weekly newspaper, several 
stores and warehouses, and a base-bail nine. 
In truth, Yankee civilization is ———— 
even to high latitudes! The houses are 
scattered along the hillside. and, although 
there are many hotels, they are such barn- 
like looking structures that it is difficult to 
credit the statement of one of the natives 
that Many Americans come here in 
summer season.“ ‘The Marine Railway is a 
fine one, capable of hauling out four 
vessels at once. It is on a point 
of land projecting into the harbor, 
and called Point Tupper. When 
we anchored the harbor was filled with vessels, 
including tour square-riggers. During the sea- 
son as many as 300 vessels pass through this 
place ina day. It is pieturesqueiy situated. 0 
surrounding hilis still possessed their - 
mantles, the air was chilly and cold, and the 
prospect not altegether inviting. One curious 
freak was no Some anctent mariner was 
building a good-sized fishing-smack,and bad 
chosen the summit of the hill for his shipyard. 
How he was going to got his boat into the water 
is uncertain, for the village church barred bis 
downward course. His idea probably was to 
have bis work and his bome close together dur- 
ing the long winter months: but to builda boat 
on top of a hill, as far from the water as possibile, 
struck us asa rather peculiar idea.

season. The spawning-time comes earlier 
along the coast of the Southern States. The 
Fish Hawk began when the season opened, 
off North Carolina, and is to follow the 
coast up north, stopping at the spawning- 
grounds, one after another. She is now 
at Salmon Creek, which empties into Albe- 
marie Sound, for the shad spawning. 

A few years ago there was danger that the 
shad fisheries thereabouts would be entirely 
exhaused. The catch was declining steadily 
ata rate of 15,000 a year. ‘Two years ago it 
was only a little over 10,000, when five years 
before it had been 79,000. The Fish Commis- 
sion has not been in 2 very long. 
year was the first in which any results from it 
could have been obtained.

‘he Fish Hawk can hatch 20,000,000 shad 
ata time. The hatching process occupies 
five days. So this one vessel can turn out

The Albermarle shad fisheries are the 
largest in America. The fishing is done by 
means of enormous seines, some of them 
nearly a mile and a half long.

LOADING OF GRAIN-VESSELS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Toronto, Ont., May 19.—With reference 
to the petition sent by the Montreal Board of 
Trade to the Ottawa Government, asking it 
to use its influence with the President of the 
Imperial Board of Trade to relax the restric- 
tions imposed upon colonial and British ship- 
ping in regard to the loading of grain, and 
especially of oats, the Globe says: 

Ihe time which bas been chosen at Montreal 
for asking for a relaxation of the British law re- 
lating to the loading of grain-vessels is an un- 
lucky one. Just now the British public is exer- 
cised over the loss of several vessels which sailed 
from this and the other side of the Atlantic, un- 
doubtedly overladen. Among them were 
Beisize, from Halifax, registered tonnage 1,768, 
which went to sea with a load of 2,330 tons; the 
Constance, from Cardiff. with a icad nearly 
double her registered capacity: the Kensington, 
a British steamer of 1,401 tons, but laden with 
2.68; and the Mariborough, from New York, 
laden with 3,370 tons, against her register of 
2,08. It bas always been understood that the 
Canadian method of loading grain for vocean- 
transit was as good as the best in vogue. If it 
can be shown that it is not a reduction of safety 
that is being asked for, perhaps the British 
Goverument may be induced to assent to the 
change proposed at Montreal.“ 


POSTAL AGREEMENT. 
_ Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

OTTAWA, May 18.—The recent postal agree- 
ment between Canada and the United States 
is published in the Official Gazette, and takes 
effect at once. It provides as follows: 

Insufticiently-paid letters mailed in the 
United States and addressed to Canada, or, 
vice versa, mailed in Canada and addressed 
to the United States, on which asingle rate of 
postage or more has been prepaid, shall be 
forwarded, charged with the amount of the 
deficient postage, to be collected on delivery 
and retained by the Postal Department of the 
country of destination.

When newspapers, periodicais, and other 
printed matter published or originating in the 
United States ure brought into Canada, and 
posted there for destinations iu the United 
States, apparentiy to evade the postage-rates or 
regulations applicable to such matter in the 
United States, the Canada Post-Office may re- 
quire prepayment of the same to be made at a 
rate equivalent to double the Canadian domes- 
tic rates.

THE LOSS AND GAIN. 

As it becomes more and more probable 
every day that Mr. Conkling’s sensational 
resignation will resultin his permanent 
tirement from the Senate, and perhaps f 
all public life, itis in order to estimate the 
relative penalties and advantages of this new 
order of things. Had Mr. Conkling died and 
thus left a vacancy in the Senate, the pre- 
vailing system of public eulogy would have 
accorded him in somewhat fulsome terms 
all the brilliancy which his friends have 
claimed for him, but no doubt would have 
been felt in any quarter about the continued 
welfare of the Government or the prolonged 
prosperity and usefulness of the Republican 
party. Butif Mr. Conkling goes out of pub- 
hic life like a flash in the pan, and after a few 
years shall only be remembered vividly by 
men whom he has befriended or offended, the 
question arises whether he has been so great 
aman as has been almost universally con- 
ceded. People will begin to search back among 
the records for evidences of any preponder- 
ating influence he has exerted upon the vital 
questions of the day. A good many persons 
who have submitted to the general adinira- 
tion given the ex-Senator will begin to won- 
der whether pretense, sham, and arrogance 
had not served him in the place of great 
statesmanship. At all events, it will be dif- 
ficult to recall any historical public measures 
with which Mr. Conkling’s name is identified 
as the originator, organizer, or leader. His 
most conspisuous appearances have certainly 
been in connection with party tactics or 
party intrigues. 

But even if it shall still be conceded that the 
Senate has lost in Mr. Conkling a brilliant, 
if not always a useful, member, there is very 
marked compensation which might cover a 
more important loss. What that gain is was 
very pointedly stated in a few words by 
Judge Robertson in his response to the popu- 
lar serenade with which his confirmation as 
Collector was celebrated. In the course of 
his remarks, Robertson said: 

The popular approval of the President's de- 
termination to maintain the constitutional right 
has been such as was never vouchsafed to any 
other President. I venture to gay that there is 
no neighborhood within the United States a 
majority of whose inhabitants are not in — 
accord with the President on —4 uestion. 
abolition of the unit rule, the defeat of ~ 
third-term project, the establishment of the 
principle of district representation at Chicago, 
and the reaffirmance at Washington to-day of 
the constitutional right of the President to nom- 
inate to the Senate and to have such nomination 
considered by the Senate, are hopeful evidences 
of the dawnimg of a brighter day iu poli- 
ties, when independence of thought and inde- 
pendence of action may be exercised within the 
party by any loyal member thereof without cer- 
tainty of Instant death beneath the wheels of a 
political Juggernaut. 

Four propositions are correctly stated in 
the above paragraph, the affirmation of any 
of which, we eve, would abundantly 
atone for Mr. Conkline’s permanent disap- 
pearance from public life. 

1. Mr. Conkling’s retirement under the 
present conditions signalizes the abolition of 
the unit rule.“ This phrase is simply a 
euphemism for “Boss rule.” It means that 
whenever a single political leader in a State 
shall, by reason of his activity and ingenuity 
in manipulating official patronage, attain to 
the control of primaries and caucuses to the 
virtual suppression of the popular sentiment, 
then the people must dccept the situation, 
and there shall be no appeal from the fiat of 
such leader. There wasan effort to impose 
this sort of leadership over the Republican 
party in several St@tes, and notably in three. 
One of the gentlemien who acted in this high 
capacity yielded to the verdict that went 
against him, and has made himself stronger 
and more popular than ever by doing so. 
Another of the Senatorial triumvirate met 
a humiliating defeat in a Legislature 
which he regarded as a creature of 
his own, and found himself powerless 
to dictate the selection of an Assistant Sena- 
tor. The third member of the conclave—Mr. 
Conkling—succeeded up to the point of run- 
ning the President of the United States, and, 
failing in that, has retired in a boyish huff. 
Hence the abolition of the unit rule” or 
“Boss rule is indicated by Mr. Conkling’s 
resignation. It cannot be restored by his re- 
election without an appeal to the whole peo- 
ple of the country. 

2. The defeat of the third-term project is 
emph and made certain by Conkling’s 
retirement. If Mr. Conkling was unable to 
sustain himself he will scarcely be a success- 
ful advocate of a doctrine upon which the 
Republican party has already placed its 
stamp of disapproval. It has been recently 
stated upon the authority of Senator Logan 
that Gen. Grant has abandoned ali intention 
of again becoming a candidate for President. 
So we think he had done before, but he was 
persuaded against his.own inclinations and 
convictions. by officious friends. The dis- 
placement of ex-Senator Conkling will prob- 
ably remove one of the chief promoters of 
the project to try the issue of third-termism 


over again. 

3. The establishment of the principle of 
district representation at Chicago has re- 
ceived a new and important confirmation in 
Conkling’s confession of defeat. Conkling 
led the fight against it, and Garfield for it. 
Oonkling was beaten in the National Conven- 
tion, but carried the struggle to the seat of 
Government. He maintained that Robertson 
should not be appointed to office, because 
the latter had been one of those who strug- 
2 the rights of his district against 
* ” dictation. The President stood 
firmly by Robertson and by the principle in- 
volved in the struggle. Conkling was strong 
enough in intrigue to bring about a dead- 
lock in the Senate upon another pretext, and 
delay a final settlement over two months. 
But he was not strong enough to overpower 
the President, nor to break down the prin- 
ciple, and so he not only gaye up the contest, 
but also his further opportunity for fight ing. 

4. The vindication of the President’s con- 
stitutional right to nominate the executive 
officers of the Government is not less decisive 
a less valuable than the other incidents of 

nkling’s retirement. A struggle for the 


preservation of this right was maintained in 
a feeble r sort of way und 
the last the 


and suffering.“ 
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years. There has been no eucroachment 
upon the rightof the Senate to refuse its con- 
sent to nominations; but the privilege of 
making the nominations in the first instance 
has been confirmed in the Executive, where 
the Constitution lodges it. The relative 
powers of the President and the Senate are 
now well defined, and the distribution of 
patronage will not be athornin the side of 
the present Administration at least. 

Mr. Conkling may or may not be reflected 
to the seat in the Senate which he has aban- 
doned with such palpable treachery to his 
party; bat, in elther event, the above propo- 
sitions have been — established.

FROM ENGLAND AND GERMANY-—STILL 
THEY COME. 

On the 9th inst. 6,520 immigrants were 
landed at Castle Garden, New York. Of the 
109,000 immigrants landed in this country 
during the first four months of the current 
year, 53,000 came from Germany and 24,000 
from England, Scotland, and Ireland. Only 
1,098 came from France. France isa Repub- 
lic, and Frenchmen seem to be contented at 
home. England and Germany are constitu- 
tional monarchies, and the subjects“ of 
those Governments do not seem to be con- 
tented at all. In the course of a late debate 
in Parliament on the Land bill Jahn Bright 
said: “If a great fleet assembled at Cork or 
Galway offered free passage to the whole 
population of Ireland, it was probable all— 
certainly that half—would find their way to 
the United States, which opened their doors 
to everybody. He should be sorry to see 
them go, but, though emigration would be a 
hardship to the parents, it meant the 
deliverance of the children from poverty 
The immigration statistics 
above quoted indicate that Mr. Bright might 
have included England within the scope of 
his remark, for of the 24,000 immigrants from 
the United Kingdom 10,574 came from En- 
gland, while only 11,006 came from Ireland. 
According to Mr. Bright, nothing but a want 
of means prevents “the whole population of 
Ireland—certainly half — from quitting the 
country of their nativity, and the statistics 
show that this year about as many English- 
men as Lrishmen are deserting the fatherland. 
Meantime, the English lawmakers are disput- 
ing over the proposition whether the distress 
of the tenantry of Ireland shall be mitigated ? 
But it does not seem to occur to them that it 
is necessary even to attempt to placate the 
fleeing tenantry of England proper. Mr 
Bright evidentiy has no hope of a substantial 
alleviation of the miseries of the Irish 
people, for he says “Emigration means 
the deliverance of the children from 
poverty and suffering.“ But in contemplating 
the misfortunes of Ireland he loses sight of 
the wretched condition of the English work- 
ing classes. The grand difficulty with the 
British Liberal party is, that itis too liberal 
for England and not liberal enough for Ire- 
land. It realizes the injustice, not only of the 
land laws of Ireland, but of the whole Brit- 
ish land system. But it lacks the moral cour- 
age to demand what it fully believes to be 
right,—the elimination of the feuaal element 
from the Goverument. It hesitates to attack 
the land system at the root, because its de- 
struction necessarily involves the fall of the 
House of Lords. The shadow of the Peer- 
age sooner or later falls upon every Liberal 
leader,—Giadstone is about to be ennobled! 
When the Tory party runs short of ammuni- 
tion it has.only to whisper a word in the ear 
of the Queen,—she flutters a ribbon in the 
face of a leading Liberal statesman, and 
lo, the enemy's centre is broken! Ialf-way 
measures never yet built up a great political 
party. The English people as well as the 
Irish people are tired of the shilly-shally 
course of the Liberals. They have ceased to 
hope for reform in England as Mr. Bright 
has ceased to hope for it in Ireland, and they 
arerunning away from the land of their 
birth. Neither is Prince Bismarck al- 
together happy in Germany. The Reichstag 
is becoming very restive under his domineer- 
ing, autocratic rule. Ile is no longer sure 
of his pet measures. ‘“Ilis Beer-Tax bill is 
certain of defeat, as only the Conservative 
party supports it,“ says a late cablegram, and 
the same report states that the Dictator “ 
is greatly irritated at the rejection of the 
Military Exemption Tax bill, and in a passion 
accuses the Conservatives of deserting their 
colors.” Meantime 53,000 of the sub 
jects of his master, King William.“ 
have during the last four months quit 
the country in disgust, and come to the 
United States. The very effort to stay the 
tide of emigration seems to have accelerated 
it. Nor does Bismarck succeed in changing 
the direction of the fleeing emigrants. Under 
his direction societies have been formed at 
Berlin and at Diisseldorf to direct emigration 
toSouth America. Not satisfied with op- 
pressing the subjects of the Empire at home, 
Bismarck seeks by false representations to 
lure them to a country little, if any, better 
than the one they leave—Brazil. The at- 
tractions of Brazil are described in the most 
glowing colors by the agents and organs of 
Bismarck. This may be regarded as the 
crowning meanness of a ruler who so gov- 
erns as to compel the self-expatriation of 
thousands upon thousands of his subjects. 
But the German emigrants do not go to 
South America; they come here. And there 
is poetic justice in this fact, for here they are 
destined to strengthen the hands of the most 
powerful of Germany’s industria! compet- 
itors.

A MONARCHICAL VIEW OF 
ATION. 

The Pall Mall Gazette takes a lugubrious 
view of our present political complication, 
if the situation can be dignified with such a 
term. It isa view which has been taken 
many times before by English papers and by 
the English people, who see or feign to see 
in every political flurry the indications of the 
disruption of our system of government. 
The Gazette, commenting upon the recent 
deadlock in the Senate, and the subsequent 
resignations of Senators Conkling and Platt, 
Says: 

The incident is a highly disagreeable symptom 
as showing the importance which patronage and 
place have attracted to themselves in the Ro- 
public. There seems to be uo longer any states- 
manshipin the American Senate. The men in 
eet in the Republic k no longer great and 
ofty aims, but give th talents to the ignoble 
‘work of rewarding their friends and punishing 
their enemies in order to prolong their own 
official power. 


From these premises, the Gazette draws 
the mournful inference that “healthy polit- 
ical life is impossible in the United States, 
and graye perils await the country in the 
future.” So far as the premises are concerned, 
it might be answered that the incident“ 
shows the small degree of importance which 
is beginning to be attached to patronage and 
place, and that if the fact that there is no 
longer any statesmanship in the American 
Senate is fraught with so much danger, a 
similar state of things in the House of Lords 
(the English Senate), which cannot furnish 
a competent leader to take the place of Dis- 
raeli, shows that the English Government is 
going to the “demnition bowwows.” So 
far as its inference is concerned, there is 
room for more extended comment. 

The Gazette makes a radical mistake in not 
taking into account the most important 
factor in American politics, and its immense 
influence,—the mass of the American people, 
their importance, their intelligence, and 
we power. It regards politicians as the 

and political leaders as the policy and 
p program of the pariy, instead of the peo- | | 
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ple, who make and unmake policies and 


leaders with equal ease. The people, how- 


ever, rarely assert themselves except in great. 


emergencies. They are busy to a degree 
which may not be appreciated in ay old 
country like England. They have the duty 
of feeding the world, Engiand included, and 
consequently must give their time to agri- 
culture and stock-raising. They must attend 
to the shipments of produce by railroad, 
canal, and ocean. In addition to their own 
supplies of manufactured goods, Europe is 
continually calling upon them. They have 
vast tracts of country to reclaim, farms to 
make, new villages ana towns to build, 
new roads to econstruet, new mines 


‘to open, schools and churches to establish, 


and all the varied resources of a new coun- 
try to develop, which were long ago devel- 
oped in Great Britain. To actomplish this 
vast work requires the constant labor of 
every man, so that they have little time to 
give to politics, beyond going to the polls 


‘and voting. The great mass of the people 


do not even attend primary elections, but 
allow others to make the nominations, and 
then use their own discretion in voting for 
them. Itisonly in great emergencies that 
they stop for a time and exert their tre- 
mendous power, and they always do it with 
success. From the tinte the Government 
was formed down to the present, they have 
repeatedly risen and suppressed the danger- 
ous schemes of politicians. It is not 80 
remote that the Gazette will forget it 
thought that this Government was going 
to pieces when Southern State-rights 
politicians attempted to enforce. the or- 
dinance of secession, but it will remember 
that the people (not an army) rose and put 
the Rebellion down, though it was gigantic 
in extent and had the moral sympathy and 
material aid of England herself. The same 
results which the people have accomplished 
in National matters, they have accomplished 
over and over againin State and municipal 
affairs, whenever the conspiracies of plotting 
politicians and ringsters manifested the 
slightest indication of danger. 

The people are now confronted by an 
emergency where they are again asserting 
themselves. A tendency being manifested to 
build up a Chinese wall between them and 
Congress, so that they May not have access 
to the latter, or interfere with the schemes of 
a ring of politicians headed by such 
men as Conkling, who are bent upon manip- 
ulating place and patronage witlwut refer- 
ence to the popular wish and opinion, the 
people have risen and are taking the wall 
down with a rush. They have made their 
voice heard through the press, through 
meetings and petitions, and, once heard, the 
voice is always respected. As it is not pos- 
sible for the people of New York to vote 
directly upon the issue of their approval of 
Conkling’s course at present, they have done 
the next best thing, and notified the Legis- 
lature of their wishes, and it would bea 
bold body ef men who would run counter to 
them. As it is possible to acquaint the Presi- 
dent with their wishes, they have done so, 
and he stands by them. 

That is all there is in-the situation, and the 
Pall Mall Gazette need have no fears as to 
the result of the present situation or its fut- 
ure bearings. If this Government were en- 
gaged in squeezing and bankrupting its 
colonies; ifit were appropriating other peo- 
ple’s territory and dealing unjustly by them; 
if it were shivering with fear at the prospect 
of foreign invasion; if it were grinding its 
farming population down into the dust, 
evicting them fr®m their homes, and driving 
them to starvation, there would be some oc- 
casion for the Gazette to talk of future dan- 
gers. When this Government drifts into the 
breakers, it will be for something more daj- 
erous than the whims ofa politician or the 
appointment of a Custom-House Collector. 
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THE APPROACHING SAEN GERFEST. 

it is possible that the American people in 
this city are not attaching that degree of 
importance to the Singerfest which will be 
held here about six weeks hence that it 
deserves. There is hardly any need of com- 
mending it toour German citizens, for they 
have entered into the project heart and soul 
and are working with a will to make it a 
success, actuated thereto not alone by their 
love of music and social cheer, but by their 
pride ina distinctively national institution. 
The event already gives indications of being 
unusually extensive as well as interesting. 
From the musical point of view, there is now 
little doubt that it will eclipse all former 
gatherings of the German Minnerchors which 
constitute the Bund, and it will certainly pre- 
sent to Chicago the largest chorus and or- 
chestra it has ever seen on one platform. 
From a choral organization numbering 1,500 
voices, and an orchestra of 150 pieces, 
something unusual may certainly be 
expected. In the selection of soloists 
the managers may well be congratu- 
lated. It is not every day that five 
such artists as Mme. Peschka-Leutner, Miss 
Annie Louise Cary, Mr. Candidus, Mr. Rem- 
mertz, and Mr. Whitney are grouped to- 
gether. Mme. Leutneris an artist who has 
long held the first rank in Europe, notasa 
mere pretty vocalist like Gerster, but as a 
singer of large and dignified style, capable of 
appearing in the greatest works, while Mr. 
Candidus, as a tenor, has made for himself a 
similar reputation by his triumphs on the 
Continental operatic stage. He went from 
this country to Europe not without an en- 
viable reputation as a singer of rare ability, 
aud since that time has matured and grown 
into an accomplished artist. With the other 
three soloists, our citizens are familiar, and 
know that they stand at the head of Ameri- 
can altos and bassos. The works to be per- 
formed—tor instance, Beethoven's Choral 
Symphony,” a portion of Wagner’s * Lohen- 
grin,“ Mendelssohn’s Elijah,“ Reissmann’s 
Prusus,“ and Max Bruch’s Odysseus 
are broad, dignified, serious master- 
pieces, in keeping with the character of the 
Festival and its surroundings. If there be 
any question as to the manner in which these 
works will be given, the long time which has 
been devoted to study and rehearsal, and the 
honesty and enthusiasm with which the sing- 
ers have devoted themselves to their task, 
ought to bea sufficient and convincing an- 
swer. The musical outlook, therefore, is 
such that it should commend the Sängerfest 
to all American lovers of music. 

There is another view of the Singerfest 
which ought to appeal with great force to 
our business-men. Such a great gathering 
of people must of necessity enhance the 
business of the city. It will draw large 
crowds here. Of this there is no doubt, from 
the assurances already recelyed by the 
committees. Our railroads, hotels, and 
stores will largely profit by their pres- 
ence. This does not need demonstration. 
Ame ns more than Germans will share in 
this profit, and should therefore share in the 
effort to make the Fest a success by their 
sympathy and encouragement. There is 
still another reason why Americans should 
bestow a helping hand. The Germans have 
already testified their good will and prom- 
ised their hearty codperation in the American 
Festival of 1882, which will be held here un- 
der the direction of Mr. Theodore Thomas. 
They have manifested no national jealousy 
or prejudice in the matter, but have signified 
their willingness to do everything they can 
to make it successful. Can Americans do 
less than to come forward in the same disin- 
terested manner and help the Germans with

THE MINOR OFFICES. 

The following extract from the Senate pro- 
ceedings of yesterday illustrates the power- 
fulinterest which United States Senators 
take in the matter of patronage:

Ne. Pt Plumb's amendment was then agreed to, 
and Mr. Kellogg's resolution as amended was 
adopted. 


Mr. Plumb’s amendment helped Kellogs's 
resolution somewhat, but not much, For a 
good many years to come volunteer army 
service on the Union side during the War of 
the Rebellion will bea strong recommenda- 
tion for Government employment, and cer- 
tainly ought to have itsinfluence when other 
requirements are present. But the original 
intention of the Kellogg resolution was 
stated to be the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the geographical distribution of 
patronage has been fair, For instance, Mr. 
Kellogg wants to know whether Louisiana 
has as many citizens in office as he thinks it 
ought to have, and whether some men have 
not been credited to Louisiana who really 
hailfrom other States. The question is an 
impertinence. What difference does itmake 
whether an incumbent of a minor place in 
the Government service formerly resided in 
Louisiana or fnot? It the enf@joyé is com- 
petent, honest, and faithful, he certainly 
ought net to be displaced to make room for 
a raw recruit from some other State, no mat- 
ter how unequal the geographical dis- 
tribution of Government favors may 
seem to be. The average Senatorial 
notion of the Government patronage is all 
wrong. It has been distorted by a long line 
of vicious precedents. When President Gar- 
field sa id in his inaugural address that he 
would recommend to Congress a measure 
for assuring permanency in office during good 
behavior among the minor employés of * 
Government, he hit upon an excellent k 
This is much more important on the whole 
than any r@le that might be adopted in re- 
gard to the chiefs. So long as the present 
party system obtains in the United States, a 
change of Administration will necessarily 
involve more or less change in the heads of 
Departments, Bureaus, and distinctive 
branches of the public service. A new Pres- 
ident has certain obligations which eannot 
well be avoided, and naturally desires to fill 
responsible positions with men in whom he 
has reason to feel perfect confidence. But 
the tried working force of a Department 
should be protected against invasion, whether 
from political, personal, or geographical con- 
siderations. If this protection were guaran- 
teed by law there would no such resolu- 
tions otfered or adopted in the Senate as the 
Kellogg resolution.» The sooner the rule of 
permanent tenure of the subordinafe places 
shall be adopted the better it will be for the 
country, for the army of place-seekers will 
then be diminished, and United States Sena- 
tors will then have time to attend to more 
important business than that of providing 
their constituents with $600, $800, and $1,000 
clerkships.

The Plague. 

According to the latest dispatches from 
Coastantinople the plague has broken out with 
renewed violence at Nedjeff, in Mesopotamia, 
or Medsched Ali (Ali's grave), as Mohammedans 
prefer to call the piace. Dr. Scherer, who has 
been sent there by the International Sanitary 
Commission at Constantinople, reports that dur- 
ing the week ending May 2 fifty-six persons died 
daily out of a population of about 6,000. It is 
generally supposed that the inundation of the 
low lands of the Euphrates River is the oniy 
cause of the outbreak of the plague, or black 
death. They are a contributing, but not the 
only, cause. The real cause of the pestilence 
has been known for years to the Persian and 
Turkish Governments, but they have done 
nothing towards its prevention. The black 
death is not an uncommon disease in that part 
ot Mesopotamia lying southwest from Bagdad, 
between the right shore of the Euphrates 
and the Syrian Desert. It has made its 
regular appearance there ever since the 
year 1872 between the months of December and 
June. In 1878 and 1879 it broke out in the Cities 
of Bagdad and Hillah, and during the present 
year it made its first appearance in Dsbara, near 
Nedjeff. In Nedjeff or Medsched Ali, is the 
grave of Ali, the son-in-law of the Prophet 
Mahomet. From there leads a desert road, 
marked out by the bleached bones of camels 
and human beings, to the so-called Lake Eu- 
phrates, which receives its water through the 
Hintieh Canal. To the northwest of this lake is 
situated the City of Kerbela, where is to be 
found the golden mosque and the grave of Hus- 
sein, nof Caliph Ali and the daughter of 
the Prophet. These two cities are the real 
breeding-places of the dreadful disease. To 
Nedjeff and Kerbela the Shiites, or religious fol- 
lowers of Ali and Hussein, chiefly Persians, send 
the dead bodies of their friends and relatives, 
because they believe that to be buried 
near Hussein's or Ali's grave will assure their 
souls certain admission to Paradise. Caravan 
after carayan, each camel loaded with two felt- 
covered coffins on each side, arrive there daily 
and deposit their ghastly freight for interment, 
whicb during months of travel from the Persian 
highlands has been decomposing and is filling 
the air with its pestilentiai odor. The coffins are 
placed in shallow trenches and covered with 
about an inch or two of ecarth. But this is not 
all. The whole country around Nedjeff bas de- 
come one vast graveyard, and in consequence of 
the frequent floods occurring in the Eu- 
phrates all the lands on both sides of 
the river are inundated, the light covy- 
ering of earth is swept from the coffins, which, 
being made of light material, fall to pieces, and 
thousands upon thousands of corpses are left 
rotting under the rays of an Oriental sun. The 
waters finally recede, or are gradually absorbed 
by the soil, poisoning ail the wells in that coun- 
try. From 12,000 to 16,000 corpses are sent there 
annually for interment by the Shiites. The 
Jews send annually several thousands of their 
dead to be buried near the grave of their proph- 
et Ezekiel, which is also near Kerbela. Besides 
these caravans, there arrive flotillas of pilgrim 
boats loaded with corpses on the Euphrates by 
way of the Semawat branch and the Bar-i-Ned- 
jetf. Not only are they filled with this pestifer- 
ous freight, but the coffins are even hung out- 
side of the boats, loading them down to the wa- 
ter’sedge. The constant arrival of these cara- 
vans and flotillas with their freight of decaying 
human corpses, and added to this the careless 
burial, must be regarded as the causeof the out- 
break of the plaxue. and the fatalistic negligence 
of the Persian and Turkish Governments, which 
do not interfere until the disease has become 
epidemic, explains why it has not been sup- 
pressed during the last ten years. For a long 
time a special treaty has been in existence be- 
tween these two Governments relative to the 
transportation of these corpses, but so far it has 
remained a treaty on paper only. The people 
of America are in as much danger as the rest of 
the world. It is about time that the civilized 
nations of the earth should make this question 
of the transportation of corpses under an Orient- 
al sun an international question, and force 
the two Governments directly interested to 
— the provisions of their treaty in good 


Mucu has been said and written in refer- 
ence to whether or not the assasius of the Czar 
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Czar before them. Karakasoff, who fired at the 
Czar in 1864, made under torture 
which led to the detection and discovery of the 
conspiracy called Ad" (Hell) Alexander at- 
tempted to make an impression of magnanimity

and defense. He was informed that it would be 
impossibie, because no lawyer could be found 
who would dare to undertake to defend him.

Spasowicz 
visited Karakasoff in his cell, but be could not 
draw a syllable from him which might have been 
of assistance in preparing a defense. But the 
lawyer persisted, and Karakasoff finally opened 
his coat and pointing to bis naked breast said: 
All lean tell is this, and here it is. The sight 
wag horrible beyond description. His breast 
was burned to 4 crisp crust by the drippings of 
molten sealing-wax and lead. Spasowicz re- 
turned to the Czar and informed him that after 
torture had been used a defense was supertiuous 
and impossible. Alexander did not utter another 
word and dismissed the lawyer. The Jew 
Goldenberg, another Nihilist and assasin, was 
also subjected to torture, and important secrets 
were thus forced from him. When the Hebrew 
congregation to which he beionged demanded 
his body for interment they received the answer 
that his body could not be tound. He suceumbed 
to the terrible pain and died; his body was never 


recovered, 


Dona the last Paris Exposition a ma- 
chine to concentrate the rays of the sun for 
heating, cooking, and distilling purposes, in- 
vented by Mr. Mouchet, created quite a sensa- 
tion. A so-called sun-kitchen was in ful! opera- 
tion, in which, with the aid of a large burning- 
giuss, Wust beef. beefsteak, etc., were prepared 
and sold to the visitors. Not long ago the 
French Government in Algiers caused extensive 
experiments to be made with Mr. Mouchet’s in- 
vention, which were attended with very fas ora- 
ble results. An apparatus has been constructed 
the burning-giass of which measures forty-two 
square feet of reflecting surface. The sun-rays 
concentrated by this glass brought nine gallons 
of water contained in a copper kettle to the boil- 
ing point in eighty minutes, and in ninety minutes 
produced eight atmospheres of steam pressure. 
Even during winter six gallons of wine were 
run through a distilling apparatus in forty-five 
minutes. With the aid of this uew motive- 
power a pump could be keptin motion which 
lifted 300 gallons of water one metre bigh, and 
at the same time threw a stream for irrigating 
purposes twelve metres high. The machine was 
kept in operation from 8 in the morning unt il 
4in the afternoon without being perceptibly 
affected by prevailing winds or passing clouds. 
This extraordinary success has induced French 
capitalists to organize a company for the manu- 
facture of the Mouchet machine, and it is their 
intention to introduce it in Southern countries, 
especially Africa, where fuel is scarce. Their 
capital consists of 1,600,000 francs. The ma- 
chive performs excellent service for irrigating 
an@uistilling purposes. 


LATEsT advices from St. Petersburg to the 
Koelnische Zeitung state that the name of the 
real murderer of Czar Alexander II., who died 
in the hospitat a few days after the assasination 
of wounds received by throwing the bomb, and 
who persistently refused to give his name, was 
Griwepetzki. He was a student of the Techno- 
logical Institute. The Nihilist who was exhib- 
ited at police headquarters has been recognized 
as the person whom Ryssakow in bis examina- 
tion called “the invalid.“ His name is Seli- 
wanow. Three fingers are wauting on his right 
hand, which he lost in experimenting with ex- 
plosives. The ex-Colonel and friend of the 
Grand Duke Nicolai Constantinovitch is Col. 
Masino, formerly Colonel of ‘a regiment 
of gendarmes. He was arrested before the 
Grand Duke, who had an interview with him in 
prison. The language used on both sides during 
this interview was loud and furious. The next 
day the Grand Duke was also placed under ar- 
rest. He is still confined in the Palace at Paw- 
lowsk, where his mother, Alexandra Jusefowna, 
visits him daily. She is said to entertain hopes 
that her son's sentence of life-long imprison- 
ment will be commuted to expatriation. But 
this hope is probably doomed to disappointment. 
The Grand Duke's photograph has been exhib- 
ited by the police authorities to all the porters 
and janitors of houses frequented by the Nihil- 
ists, and he has been recognized as a constant 
visitor of their quarters. His photograph is 
also contained in the Nihilist gallery at the St. 
Petersburg police headquarters,

WueEwn the readers of Tuk Tmax have 
perused the following they will no longer be as- 
tonished at the colossal dimensions which Ger- 
man emigration to this country has assumed. 
According to the Berliner Volkszeitung a weaver 
who works uninterruptedly sixt#en hours a day 
can earn iu nine days six marks ($1.14), or in a 
day 14% to 16 cents, provided one person can as- 
sist im the starching of the yarns, in drying, 
In heavy colored cotton bed- 
tick seven marks ($1.65) may be realized 
during we same space of time with 
the assistance of one person for the 
same purposes as indicated. 4 single 
weaver, however, without any assistance 
would need trom fifteen to sixteen days to pro- 
duce such piece of goods, and his daily wages 
would then amount from ll to 2% cents. But, 
as not ali weavers can perform this labor, 
the greater portion uf them must work in linen 
and half-linen articles, which yield to a whole 
family, for sixty to sixty-two metres, 2.60 to 2.80 
marks for four days’ incessant labor,—i. e., from 
62\4 to 65 cents in four days, or 124% cents a day! 
In the spooling and winding up of the cbaina, 
ete., old people and children must assist. Per- 
forming such work these poor people live on 
bread soups, potatoes, and burned flour. But, 
as they are not constantiy employed, the wolf 
looks too often into their miserable hovels. In- 
credible as it may seem, the most of these pdor 
weavers have not tasted meat for years.

Special Cable. 
Paris, May 19.—The apparent dreariness 
of the subject announced for discussion did 
not prevent an immense number of people 
from flocking to the debate on the Scrutin de 
Liste in the Chamber to-day. The House 
itself and the lobbies were crowded, and 
as much excitement prevailed as if the fate 
of a Ministry or a nation trembled jn the 
balance. Almost every argument that could 
be advanced for or against the measure had 
been published long ago in the paper, and 
it was generally believed that M. Bardoux’s 
project would be rejected. M. Gambetta 
and his friends had done everything by 
PEHSUASION AND MENACE 

to secure a majority for the bill, but it was 
well known that at the bottom the Chamber 
disapproved of it. Once more, however, M. 
Gambetta’s eloguence,—an eloquence in 
this case more brutal than _  logical,— 
stood him in good stead. After ashort and 
most unsatisfactory debate it was decided 
by a vote of 243 to 235 that the bill should be 
taken into consideration. At 4 o’clock M. 
Gambetta left the Deputy’s seat which he 
had occupied all the afternoon, and ascended 
the tribune to reply to a speech of M. 
Roger, a new-comer. His arguments were 
perhaps less convincing than audacious. It 
was somewhat strange, for instance, to find 
him advocating the measure as the nearest 
possible approach to a plebescite, a state- 
ment which M. de Cassagnac and M. Michell,

and it was strange to hear him say that a mi- 
nority, such as that now forming the opposi- 
tion here, was a serious danger to the Gov- 
ernment.

I hear that the Senate will do all in its 
power to delay the passage of the bill, 
MODE OF ELECTION. 
To the Western associated Presa. 
Pants, May 19.—Gambetta, in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, to-day powerfully advo- 
cated the Scrutin-de-Liste bill. Replying 
to the charge of haying ambitious views, he 
declared he had never sought to diminish 
the prestige of the Exeeutive power. Scutin 
d’arondissement, he said, rendered all re- 
form impossible.

Rumors that the East-Bound 
Grain Rates Are Being 
Cut, 


Application of Electricity to the 
Running of Railways. 


CUTTING RATES AGAIN. 

Now that the contracts made by the East- 
ern roads at the S cent rate have nearly all 
been disposed of, rnmors. are again afloat 
that the roads are cutting east-bound grain 
rates. The railroad officials here deny that 
there is any truth in those rumors, and claim 
that the rates are at presént better main- 
tained than for some time past. Still, in 


sp f these denials, everything indicates 
that th rumors are based upon facts, and 
that some of the roads are clandestinely cut- 
ting the rates. The railraads could not pos- 
silly do as large a business as they do at 
present if they charged shippers on the ba- 
sis of 30 cents for grain from Chieago to New 
York. Now that navigation is open, 
shippers who are not compelled to have 
their stuff at the seaboards at a given time, 
will not be apt to pay twice as much 
te ship by rail as it will cost them to ship by 
water. Besides it is certain that the rates are 
being cut by the lines leading East from St. 
Louis, Indianapolis, and Peoria, and the Chicago 
lines are not likely to let their Southwestern 
rivals get the best of them. 

It is useless for the railroads to maintain a 30- 
cent rate through the summer. It isa thing 
that cannot be done while the roads have to 
compete against the lake lines and the Missis- 
sippi barwe lines, and the railroads know it. 
They have no idea of maintaining such a rate, 
but whenever they run short of business they 
will make contracts at lower figures, and when 
filled up they will go back to the 30-cent rate, 
The sole object of this is to enable the Eastern 
trunk lines to charge on the busineas they get 
from the take lines at Eastern lake ports their 
full proportion of the 8 cents, which they could 
not do if a regular reduction in prices were 
agreed upon. 

The whole thing is an unjust, unfair vroceed- 
ing, gotten up to enrich the trunk lines at the 
expense of the smaller ehippers who cannot 
afford to make large contracts ahead. While 
under the existing arrangement large and 
favored shippers can always secure contracts at 
leas than tariff rates, the smaller shippers are 
compelled to pay full figures, and they conse- 
quently are unable to compete with their more 
avored rivals. Were the railroads not quite 
certain of their power and ability to do just as 
they pleuse they would not dare to practice 
such open discrimination very long. If the 
shippers would ali combine against the railroads 
they could soon be compelled to make equal 
rates to all. But as it is, the larger shippers, 
who by this proceeding have a greut advantage

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 19.—The annual 
meeting of the American Baptist Publication 
Society was the order for the day in the 
program of the anniversary meeting of the 
Baptist societies, and the exercises were 
fully up to that of yesterday. 

The meeting was opened by George T. 
Hope, of New York, President of the Society, 
who commended the work of the past year. 
There was no jealousy between this Society 
and like societies of other denominations. 
As a business-man, referring to the evils 
arising from miscellaneous immigration, 
he said they could be best cor- 
rected by reaching the hearts of 
the children. This could be done 
through the Sunday-schools. This Society 
lies at the foundation of all other societies 
of the Church. Teach the childrenand you 
will reach the parents. This society affords 
the means of doing this. 

The President then appointed the follow-

The fifty-seventh report of the Society, 
prepared by the Secretary, Dr. Grif- 
fith, was distributed in pamphlet form, 
after which the Doctor presented the 
following brief abstract: Fifty-seven new 
publications have been made during the year, 
and 149,250 copies printed. Of former pub- 
lications, 149,250 copies have been printed and 
20,817,026 periodicals. A series of commenta- 
ries, covering the entire New Testament, will 
be printed during the year, under the super- 
vision ot Prof. Alvah Hovey, of Newton 
Theological Institute. This work has been 
assigned to sixteen scholars. The 
Society’s branch houses are doing well. The 
receipts for the Missionary Departments for 
the year ending March 31, 1881, were $421,- 
147.73, of which $326,820.28 was received 
from the Business Department and $94,317.15 
from the Missionary Department. A cash 
balance of $5,689.280n hand at the beginning 
of the year makes the total of 

THE TREASURER’S ACCOUNT 

in the Missionary Department for the year 
$100,004.48. Special fund donations aggre- 
gating $29,003.33 have been received. The 
Robert Raikes centenary resulted in $10,- 
195.38 coming into the treasury. During the 
year thirty-seven colporteurs and thirty- 
two State Sunday-school missiona- 
ries have been at work. The 
new fields entered were Maryland, Florida, 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Dakota, Wyoming, Idaho, Washington, Ore- 
gon, New Mexico, Texas, and Indian Terri- 
tory. All the work has been paid for, and 
there is a cash balance of $597.06. Several 
thousand dollars have been spent during the 
year in circulating the Scriptures. The re- 
port recommends large contributions for 
missionary work. 

A feature of the session was the singing of 
a class of colored pupils froma Baptist Home 
Missionary School in Atlanta. There were 
nine of them, four girls and five boys, and 
their singing was scarcely inferior to 
the famous Jubilee Singers. These 
pupils are brought here by the Rev, L. B. 
Fish, formerly a home missionary in the 
South, but now the pastor of a church at 
Atlanta. The applause at the -fine perform- 
ance of his class was very hearty. 

THE REV. DR. JOHN A. BROADUS, LL.D., 
of the Southern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary at Louisville, preached the de- 
nominational sermon. The Doctor is regard- 
ed as one of the grand lights of the Church, 
and is looked upon as the ablest and 
one of the most popular delegates 
present. The church was crowded, there- 
fore, to hear the famous expounder 
of the Baptist faith. He reverted 
to the necessity of observing properly the 
externals which are the evidence of the in- 
ternal essence of Christianity. These ex- 
ternals are not indispensable, h. ‘hey are 
important. Soon after the establishment of 
this Church thé people began to pervert 
these externals and to exaggerate them. This 
led to their change and modification. Wish- 
ing to administer the ordinance of baptism 
to infants and persons dying, they modified 
the rite from its original and true form. The 
ordinance of the bread and wine was 
changed by having its importance exagger- 
ated. It was treated as sacred. as being 
the actual blood and body of Christ, 
and, for fear any of the sacred wine should be 
spilled, the cup could not be intrusted to the 
layman. But he claimed the Baptists go back 
to the original source of all the ceremonies, and 
do them as they were directed by Christ. He 
proposed to lay down 

THE DUTY OF BAPTISTS 
to teach the distinctive views of their Church 
asapart of Christianity. He laid down the 
tenets of the Baptist Church as follows: 

First—We hold that we should rely upon no 
authority but the Bible, and specially the New 
Testament. 

Second—Members of Christian societies should 
be only persous who have made profession of 
faith. This does not necessarily exclude chil- 
dren. Many children give evidence of faith in 
Christ. But it does exclude infants. We do not 
hold that children should be members of the 
church because their parents are members, and 
we not only believe that only those professing 
Christianity should be members, but we hold 
there should be discipline to keep members up 
to the standard. 

Third—Government and ceremonies ought to 
be only laid down as in the New Testament. 
They should be simple. There are only two 
ceremonies,—baptism and communion. 
Fourth—We hold that churches are independ- 


ent. There is, to be sure, warrant for codpera- 
tion, but there can be no control over each 
other. Now, we believe that these externals are 
not as important as the ethical instructions of 
the Scriptures, but they are important. 

The speaker then proceeded to consider, first,

The eloquent speaker was vociferously ap- 

lauded at the outset, but be requested that it 

not repeated. At the conciusion a resolution 
was introduced recommending the publication 
of the sermon for geveral distribution.

W.E. Baker, pastor of the church at Staunton, 
prayer by the venerable Dr. Pryor of Virginia, 
and an able sermon by the retiring Moderator, 
Dr. S. A. Hoyt, of Nashville, the General Assem- 
bly was called to order. 

The Rev. Dr. R. P. Farris, of Missouri, was 
elected Moderator by acclamation. 

The various Executive Committees made 
their reports. The Foreign Mission reported an 
expenditure of $59,215. Ninety-three persons 
are engaged in missionary work. Africa is rec- 
ommeoded as the next fleld of adventure. 

The seminary for colored students at Tusca- 
loosa, Ala., a roll of twenty-six and a 
most encouraging outlook. 

Dr. Pryor, delegate from this Assembly to the 
General Synod of the Refurmed Church in 
America, which met in Brooklyn last June, gave 
a happy account of his visit and the fraternal 
manner in which he had been entertained.

UNCLE BILLY YOUNG.

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Turkoman Prisoners. 

The correspondent of the London Datly News 
in Central Asia gives an interesting account of 
a visit he paid to a Turkomaan prison. The pris- 
oners were confined in a roomof a building 
without door or bolt. The entire party—there 
were nine of them—were strung together by a 
heavy tron chain, connecting the massive iron 
collars boited around their necks. The chain 
and collars shone like silver trom constant use. 
These prisoners had been captured while 
trying to lift some of their neighbors’ cattie 
over the frontier. With but one exception they 
were elderly men, some of them having gray 
and white hairs in their They were 
miserable, hollow-cheeked, starved-looking, and 
clothed in wretched garments. Usually, the 
writer says, the nomad Turkomans are well 
dressed, but these had been robbed of their own 
— by their captors—a case of the biter 

ten.“ 

The prisoners are never released. night or day, 
from their chains until discha , and each 
man as he sat upon the ground had a stick about 
eighteen inches long, forked at the top, with 
which he propped up his iron collar to relieve 
its gilling pressure on his neck. In some cases 
the prisoner passes weeks and months with this

neck. . 

But few remain loogin prison before being 
ransomed by their peopie. Asa rule. a horse is 
sent in exchange for them, and in this way the

New York, May 19.—On the Stock Exchange 
the speculation in the general list was strong in 
tone, and most of the leading shares revorded a 
material advance in prices on the day's transac- 
tions. In the early dealings a fractional decline 
took place, but the depression was of 
very briet duration, and at the First 
Board the market assumed a strong tone. 
There were occasional slight reactions during 
the afterneon, but the general tendency was in 
the direction of higher prices, and at the 
close the improvement, as compared with 
the final quotations of yesterday, ranged 
from % to 8 per cent, the latter in 

Ohio & Mississippi preferred. Northera Pacific 
preferred sold up 314, do common 2';, Columbus, 
Chicago & Indiana Central 3, Lake Shore 23, 
and Ontario & Western and Missouri Pacific each 
2 per cent. Some few shares did not share in the 
general buoyancy. and closed at a fractioral 
decline from yesterday's figures, among them 
being St. Paul, Western Union, Alton & Terre 
Haute common, Kansas & Texas, and Texas 
Pacific. The greatest depression, however, 
was in the Elevated Railway stocks, 
which were unfavorably affected at the 
openitog by the announcement of the 
suit brought by the Attorney-General 
to amend the charter of the Manhattan Com- 
pany, and the shares of this road fell off 3% per 
cent, while Metropolitan declined 3 per cent, 
New York advancing? per cent, but subsequent- 
lv losing the improvement.

The leading produce markets were irregular 
yesterday. Provisions were less active, with a 
tame tone and a small range of prices, but 
seemed rather weak, though Liverpool was re- 
ported higher on lard and meats. There was lit- 
tle demand on outside account for any descrip- 
tion of pork product. The grain markets were 
firmer, with a stronger tone on tbe other side of 
the Atlantic in wheat and corn, a more active 
shipping movement bere, including export orders, 
and more speculative demand from the Eastern 
cities. The reports about the prospects for our 
wheat crop were not by any means rosy ones; in 
fact, some parties said “the situation looks 
worse than ever,“ and there is no material in- 
crease in our receipts, or in the character of the 
corn received. Corn appeared to be scarce, and 
shippers were buying the lower grades more 
freely than heretofore, some new mixed being 
taken for England via lake and canal. Oats 
were stronger, in sympathy with wheat and 
corn, but were kept down by the fact of rela- 
tively large supplies. Oats are the only 
grain that comes in freely, the receipts of 
most other kinds being remarkably small as 
compared with the same date in recent years. 
Mess pork closed 5c lower, at 816.38 16.40 for 
June and $16.40716.45 for July. Lark closed 2 
higher, at $10.60010.62"4 for June and $10.424%@ 
10.65 for July. Short ribs closed 2%c lower, at

THE PATENT FLOURS AND LOW 
GRADES. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune 


New York, May 17, 1881.—As many of your. 


readers are aware, there have within the last 
few years been great improvements effected in 
this country in the milling of wheat, the more 
important of them being the substitution of 
vhilied-iron corrugated rollers for the now 
old-fashioned miil-stones, and the application of 
electricity to the purificauon of middiings, 
the latter being an invention brought into suc- 
cessful practical use at a quite recent date. By 
the aid of these and other improvements millers 
are now enabled to make from 20 to 40 per cent 
more of high grade flour than by the old process, 
whilst their medium and low grades are also 
better, and the quantity of wheat used to make 
each barret of flour bas been materially lessened. 
One of the results of this radical change in the 
mijling industry of our country, and which dur- 
ing the past yearortwo has been ona very exten- 
sive scale, is an overloading of our markets with 
„patent flour, and a corresponding reduction 
in thesupply of medium and low grades formerly 
so plentiful. Every miller in the country who 
has adopted what is termed the “new process” 
is seemingly desirous of turning out not only 
the best flour that can be produced by it but 
the largest possible proportion of that quality; 
und the result is as bas already been stated. Out 
of a total stock here variously estimated at 
from 175,000 to 180,000 bris, nearly one-half, or 
says 80,000 is made up of “patents,” and of 
these the major portion are from spring-wheat. 
As aconsequence of this accumulation, which 
has been sicadily going on sineg last November, 
bigh spring-wheat patents have declined in 
value something like $1.20@1.30 per bri since 
that time, wheteas tue medium and low grades, 
such as “straights” and clears,“ have 
receded only oe during the same 
period, the much larger decline in patents than 
in the other and inferior grades being notorious- 
ly due to the disproportionately large quantity 
of patents manufactured. 

During the past winter the present relative 
quantitative and price position of patents and 
medium and low grades of flour in this market 
was clearly foreshadowed by a leading flour and 
grain trade paper publisbed here, and in which 
millers were repeatedly warned of the pro- 
ductive tendency of manufacturers and of its 
probabie price results, These views, persistent- 
ly advanced, drew out letters from Western 
millers in expostulation, and in which they con- 
tended that there was no alternative for them 
but to goon in the course they were pursuing. 
l quote from one of these letters now before me: 

Afew yeurs ago there was always an over- 
stock of low grades; now it is reversed. We 
were all forced to put in the rollers, because the 
millstones made so much low g we 
could not make, any protit out of our business. 
Our low grades Of tiour are very cheap, and are 
so because the millers of this country make but 
a small percentage of them, and the final re- 
uit is made up by the higher price obtained for 
higt grades. .. If the millers of this coun-- 
try made 25 per cent more medium and low 
grades than they do now they would be bank- 
rupt in six months. It is utterly tmpossi-

better flour is being used in place ot them 
Europe takes our low grades because they can- 
not buy our wheatand make so good flour as 
cheap. Why not? Because the greater portion 
of their product by reason of the crude 
condition of their machinery is no 
better than our low grades. f 
they made more bich grades they would be 
unable to sell their low grades as cheaply as we 
8 All the inquiry in the world will 
never induce the progressive millers of this 
country to make less bigb grade and more low 
grade flour. From the very nature of the case 
they cannot doit. We get the dirt out, and it 
will not pay us to putit back. It would be like 
mixing brown sugar with white after the trouble 
and expense of refining the white.” 

As applied to millers using the new process,” 
the foregoing extracts, no doubt, to some ex- 
tent, present their situation correctly. In the 
main, however, the conclusions are believed to 
be faulty, for the reason that they are 9 
drawn trom assumptions the validity of whic 
has yet to be established. They mainly rest 
upon the supposition that, no matter 
to what extent the manufacture of high- 
grade flour is carried. the demand 
for it will increase in suflicient proportion to 
enable millers to keep up the same ratio of pro- 
duction without entailing upon themselves loss, 
Noone expects that white sugar is to be mixed 
with brown in order to satisfy demand for a 
quality inferior to white or advocate any such 
absurdity. The question raised is simply 
whether it is sound poticy to in the first piace 
manufacture more white sugar (or bigh grade 
patent tlour) than the requirements of the 
tsde can absorb without loss to the manu- 
facturers—whether less patents and more 
“straights,” “clears,” etc., would not leave a 
better aggregate net result; for, as all con- 
versant with milling are aware, it requires con- 
siderably more wheat and toe per bri more 
of expense to turn out a high grade 
of flour than a low one. At the start 
all is raw material, whether it be wheat or brown 
sugar, und it in the case of the miller the ma- 
chinery has been so altered that he cannot turn 
Gut an thing but a high grade, whicn is more 
thun doubtful, aud only a portion of this high 
vrade is wanted at the resulting cost, that is t 
misfortune of the miller and not the fault o 
cemand. 

lu the production of flour, as in the mann- 
facture of any other kind of goods, it would 
dem as though the quality of the article pro- 
duced, as well as the quantity, ought to be 
adapted to the needs of consumers in order to 
render the business profitable. A large surpius- 
age of any given grade of flour naturally leads 
to a deciine in the value of that grade, and sym- 
pathetically weakens and depresses the market 
for all other grades. 

Now the great bread-consuming populations 
of the world are the laboring and poorer classes 
of people. Probably. four-tifths of the total 
population may be thus ciassificd, and, per capita, 
they consume much more bread than t mid- 
die and upper classes. The pecuniary nécessi- 
ties Of this great bread-consuming population 
demand cheap food, and neither the purchasing 
wwerorthe dietary habits of this class are 
ikely to undergo any material permaneut alter- 
ation through a change of machinery pecessi- 
tating the excessive manufacture of an-article 
not adapied to their requirements.

At a price, most people would use silks and 
broadcloth in perference. to cottons and home- 
spun. In like manner they would prefer high- 
grade flour to low, and if millers can contrive 
any way to profitably supply them with the 
former at near about the price of the latter, 
there would probably be few objections. I be- 
lieve it is a law,. however, in nearly if not quite 
all matters of a politico-economie nature, that 
excesses or evils carry within themselves the 
elements of their own correction or cure, and it 
is possible that this law may at no dis- 
tant day assert itself in the case ‘of 
the excessive production of high grades 
of flour. If patents are to be made 
still more superabundant, and, consequently, 
the medium and tow grades still scarcer, as the 
correspondent above quoted asserts, prices of 
the dich and low grades will 2 continue 
to draw nearer together. and, as for the last six 
months, through the proportionately greater 
deciine in the high grades than in the low; or, if 
you please, in the event of an upward tendency 
in the market, through a proportionately great- 
er advance in the low grades than in the ich.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 1%.—The amended 
Apportionment bills which went to third 
reading in the Senate to-day make no change 
in the relative number of Republican or 
Democratic districts, though they do 
strengthen the proposed divisions, and 
in general better ‘equalize the districts 
than they were . before.

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 


A Lad Retires to Bed in Cincinnati and 
Awakes Many Miles from Home—His 
Strange Transportation a Matter of 
the Deepest Mystery.

GEORGE B. ARMSTRONG. 


The Monument to His Memory 
Unveiled Yesterday. 


Remarks by the Hoa. Schayler Celſax— Ir. Arm- 
strong’s Life-Work. 


At noon yesterday there were about 5,000 peo- 
ple gathéred at the northwest corner of the 
Custom- House Block to witness the unveiling of 
the bust of George B. Armstrong. the originator 
of the railway postal service. In addition to 
the crowd in the street, fully 500 persons, mostly 
ladies, looked on from the windows of the Lake- 
side Building, Kentucky Block, and other struct- 
ures in the vicinity. A stand for the speakers, 
embellished with American flags, had been con- 
structed within a few feet of the monument, 
and it was occupied by Mayor Harrison, the Hon. 
Schuyler Colfax, Postmaster Palmer, and Leon- 
ard W. Volk. In the immediate neighborhood 
were noticed Gurdon 8. Hubbard, Assistant- 
Postmaster Squiers, United States Marshal 
Jones, W. D. Kerfoot, John Forsythe, John Sum- 
merticid, the Hon. William Bross, Gen. A. L. 
Chetiain, Ald. Cullerton, Ald. Young, R. E. 
Jenkins, Controller Gurney, County-Clerk 
Klokke. Bernard Callahan, and George B. Arm- 
strong, Jr., the city editor of the /nter-Ocean. 
After Lyon & Healy's band had played several 
patriotic airs, the four gentlemen rst named 
made their way through the mass of humanity 
and took seats on the stand. 

POSTMASTER PALMER 
at once arose and opened the ceremonies by 
stating that the purpose of the mouvement was 
to honor the memory of the late George B Arm- 
the originator of the system of 
rnilway mall service in the U nited 
Stutes. Before his time the requirements for 
billing ietters in transit were cumbersome and 
obstructive, and he was instrumental in intro- 
ducing a simple yet effective reform in this ro- 
gard. He next turned his attention to the 
handling of mail matter in trunsit, aud the sys- 
tem of railroad post-offices introduced by him 
has been in successful operation for seventeen 
years in all the States and most of the Territo- 
ries. The United States mail now travels with 
the same uninterrupted rapidity as is enjoyed 
by the most favored passenger. While the lat- 
ter enjoys his sleepin the palace-cars the busy 
hands and silecpless eyes of railway-mail em- 
ployés are annibilating time in the postal-cars. 
This great reform in the postal service was the 
work chietly of the late Col. Armstrong, und the 
speaker took great pleasure in introducing to 
the meeting the Hon. Schuyler Collax, wiao bad, 
in his cavacity of Congressinan, Speaker of the 
House of Kepresentatives, and Vice-President 
ot the United States, done so much to assist in 
the development of the postal service. 
THE WON, SCHUYLER COLPAX 


said it was with great pieasure that he joined 
with the postal officials and the business 
men of Chicago in the dedication of 
the bust and monument in memory of 
Col. Armstrong. America honors with 
statues and crowns with fame the men of 
thought, action, and progress, and it wus fitting 
that among these the founderof the railway 
mail service should find place. The National 
progress of the past three-quarters of a century 
bad been wonderful, but few realized bow much 
of the improvement in the transit of mail matter 
was due totbe man whose mcmory they had 
met to honor. The utter inadequacy of the old 
system was demonstrated during the War of the 
Rebellion, when the rast army inails poured into 
the Chicago Post-Offiee, of which Mr. Armstrong 
was Assistant Postmaster, and filled its rooms 
and halls to overtiowing. it was nothing 
uncommon in those days for the work tu be two 
and three weeks in arrears, and Mr. Armstrong 
bewan to devise pians for remedying the difficul- 
ties and expediting the delivery of the lefters 
and news matter. He labored industriously un- 
til in his mind was furmed the germ of the ex- 
isting system. Then came tne arduous task of 
Uupressing his ideas upon the governing pow- 
ers. Over and over aguin he journeyed to Wash- 
ington to represent the merits of his pian to the 
President, Congress, and the Puostmaster- 
General. He met with countless dis- 
couragements and rebuffs, enough to 
have discouraged any ordinary man, but bis 
quenchiess enthusiasm and indom:table zeal, 
backed by the indisputable merits of the plan, 
carried it at last through Congress, and the 
railway mali service as it now exists 
WAS PUT IN OPERATION. 

Prior to that time the system of mail trans- 
portation in use was what is known as the 
route-agent service, then very crude and un- 
satisfactory, and now banished from all the 
great trunk-lines. The work of distributing 
was then done entirely in the distributing post- 
offices, and necessarily the mails had to remain 
there until the clerks had time to get them ont 
of the way. Now, however, under Mr. Arm- 
strong’ s system, the work of distributing is done 
on the cars while ia motion.-: Not a single mo- 
ment is lost in unnecessary delay, instead of the 
days of detention under the old method of dis- 
tribution. ‘The pouckes of mail for the different 
cities and connecting routes are made up on the 
postal-cars and are shipped to the other lines, 
which convey them to where they be'ong, and a 
letter has thus the same rapidity of transporta- 
tion as u passenger. 

The initial experiment of railway mail service 
was made in 1864 on the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroad. A letter-case was put into an old 
route-agent’s car to distribute letters intended 
for the East, and two men were detailed from 
the Eastern room of the Chicago Distributing 
Pust-Office to see if Mr. Armstrongs theory 
would really work well in practice. And this 
route-agent’s car, fitted up to meet the emer- 
gency, and those two clerks, detailed without 
extra pay from the Chicago Post-OUlfice, formed 
the feeble begining of the great service which 
to-day extends from ocean to occan over the 
entire railway system of the countrys, at a cost of 
$1,500,000 per year, and over which is performed 
102,000,000 of miles of annual service, with 1,206 
postal clerks distributing mail in cars running 
twenty tofifty miles per hour night and day. 

The success of this experiment converted the 
railroad companies and the Post-Office authori- 
ties from opposers of the change to enthusiastic 
ad vocates of it, and the obstacles with which 
Mr. Armstrong had met were removed. The 
new system rapidly proved its great value to the 
public, and especially to commercial interests. 
Two cars, imperfect in their conveniences, and 
really laughable when compared with the nand- 
somely furnished postal cars of to-day, were 
placed on the Chicazo & Northwestern Kailroad, 
between Chicago and Clinton, Ia., and immedi- 
ately the service upon that line and connecting 
roads became more complete than had ever 
been enjoyed, or ever thought of, except in the 
mind of the originator of the railway mail 
service. Mr. Armstrong, seeing his plans work- 
ing out so successfully. detePmined to have 
established a railway postal line between 
New York and Washington City. which also 
proved at onve to be a success. Then followed 
the service onthe Chicago, Rock Island & a- 
cific Railroad, which had at that time the con- 
tract for carrying the overland malis, it being 
the second Western railroad that gave hospita- 
bie welcome to this great postal improvement. 

NEW AND IMPROVED CARS 

were built under plaus prepared by Mr. Arm- 
strong. and the system wasg extended to the 
roads running east from Chicago. Mr. Arm- 
strotig's services were recognized by the Gov- 
ernment, and be was given the management of 
the Western Division service, covering all the 
country northwest of the Ohio. He continued 
to plan and carry into effect improvements in 
detail and management, and the impress of his 
active mind and energetic labor was stamped 
upon the whole growth of the railway muil- 
service. 

Under the Administration of Gen. Grant the 
service was elevated into a District Bureau of 
the Post-Office Department, and Mr. Armstrong 
was appointed General Superintendent, with 
headquarters at Washington. He had early 
planned a fast-mail service over the great trans- 
continental lines: and it was while elaborating 
the details of what he intended should be the 
crowning feature of his work that death over- 
took him. He died in Chicago May 5, 1871, the 
victim of overwork. He was hou- 
ored and trusted by President Lin- 
coln, and was a man of noble 
character, great originality and force, and vast 
executive ability, fitting him admirably for the 
grand work which he so admirably planned and 
so successfully carried out. His most enduring 
monument would be the work which be did, and 
his labors would be gratefully remembered by 
future generations. 

In concluding, Mr. Colfax called on Mr. Volk, 
the sculptor, to unveil the bust, which was cov- 
ered with the Nation's emblem. This he did, 
and as the bust was exposed to view, the crowd 
— their hats and gave three hearty 
cheers. 

There, was nothing else on the program, so the 
people gradually dispersed, not, however, before 
they hud taken a look at the bust in order to get 
an idea of the appearance of the man who had 
done so much to perfect the mail service of the 
country.

PROHIBITION. 


Resolutions Adopted by the Temper- 
ance Reform Convention in Ohio. 

CoLumBvs, O., May 19.—The People’s Tem- 
perance Reform Convention met in its second 
day’s session at 9 o’clock this morning. Prof. 
Payne presided. The first business transact- 
ed was to receive the report of the Comumit- 
tee on Resolutions. A long discussion fol- 
lowed, The substance of the resolutions 


adopted is as follows: That they, the temper- 
ance people, will not — < Ae any member of 
the late General Assembly who aided in the 
defeat of the Local Option bill; that they will 
not support an Administration officer 
who is capable of using his influence 
against the enactment of laws which 
can only serve the public good; that they 
will not support again any State officer who 
aided in the defeat of the Local Option bill; 
that although the next election is of great im- 
portance for the reason that the next Legisla- 
ture will redistrict the State, yet the temper- 
ance line will be drawnin tavor of those men 
who will support temperance laws; that the 
Constitution of the State snall be so amended as 
to empower the General Assembiy to bit 
the manufacture and sale of liquors; it is 
the duty of the temperance le to attend all 
primary meetings of both political pa and 
that only temperance men are sent to the te 
and county conventions; that if the t po- 
litical parties failto nominate candidates who 
are in favor of tem 


Last Day’s Session of the State 
Medical Association. 


How to Get Rid of Hairs—Election of 
Delegates, Eto. 


The State Medical Society concluded its de- 
liberations yesterday, having been in session 
tbree days. The session opened at half-past 9 
o'clock, with the usual large attendance. The 
firet Committee calied was that on Necrology, 
which reported but one death during the year, 
Dr. Frank H. Davis, of Chicago. The paper wave 
a biographical sketch of the deceased, but, in 
the absence of the Chairman of the Committee, 
Dr. E. Ingals, was referred to the Committee on 
Publication without being read. 

PAPERS READ. 

“Experiments with Chian Turpentine in Can- 
cer” was the subject of an essay read by Dr. E. 
Andrews, of Chicago, who thought that the rem- 
edy was a most vaiuable one in the treatment of 
cancer. The genuine drug was extremely rare 
in the American market, but there was an imi- 
tation that had equaily good properties. 

“The Permanent Removal of Hairs by Elec- 
trolysis was treated by Dr. Plymm 38. Hayes, of 
Chicago, who said that his paper would deal 
with the importance of the permanent removal 
of supertiuous bairs, especially from the face of 
woman. Depilatories were apt to make the face 
sore, as well as increase the hair-growth. Gal- 
vanic electricity applied so as to produce elec- 
tepiysis at the hair bapitt permanently do- 
struyed the huir- cells. It morbid growths, like 
moles or hairy nwvi, were present, they would 
be destroyed at tue same time. The process was 
described in detail, and the paper summartzed 
the most important advantages as foliows: 

The action of the current can be timited to a 
minute point; the destruction of tissue is di- 
rectly proportional to che strength of the cur- 
rent; tne operation can be arrested at any in- 
stant; the pain, which is most severe during the 
operation, entirely ceuses when itis over; the 
hair pupillte are known to be destroyed. 

Dr. Koswell Park, of Chicago, read a paper on 
the“ Surgical Anatomy of the Snheaths of the 
Palmar Teudonus. None of the Enelish text- 
buvks on anatomy gave any adequate account of 
the sheaths of the tendons, and hence those who 
saugt information were obliced to work it out 
for themselves. Dr. Park had during the winter 
made a number f careful dissections and in- 
jections, thie results of which ho carefully de- 
tailed. The subject was important in its surgical 
reiations. Iutlammation of these structures 
might lead to disastrous resulis. Inflammatory 
prucesses starting in the thumb might spread to 
the littic iuger, and vice versa, while the same 
trouble in either of the other tingers would 
probably be limited; or the trouble might ex- 
tend up the forearm and arm, and even cause 
fatul results. Compiete directions were given 
for the surgical treatment of such cases, free 
incisions being the only safe course for the 
surgeon. 

The Board of Censors, to whom had been re- 
ferred the resignation of Dr. S. L. Kerr, of El 
Paso, recommended that the same be accepted, 
he being ineligible to membership. Considera- 
bie debate eusued as to the prover course to 
pursue, but the report was finally adopted. 

“ LISTERISM AND CARBOLIC ACID” 
was discussed by Dr. C. Truesdale, of Rock 
Island. No antiseptic yet tried bad answered 
the same purpose ascarbolic acid; some of them 
were absolutely injurious when apoulied to 
wounds. The speaker thought carbolic acid 
possessed some peculiar physiological properties 
in addition to its antiseptism, and ventured the 
theory that it acts as a powerful local stimulus 
of the vaso- motor nerve fibres, causing contrac- 
tion of the capiNaries, preventing accumuiation 
of blood, and diminishing the normal quantity; 
further theorizing that it hardens the blvod- 
corpuscles, preventing any proliferation and 
producing a greater or less suspension of physi- 
ological action. The theory was based upon 
clinical facts which had come under his 
observation. Carbolic acid as a spray 
or wash was invaluable in treatment 
of all forms of inflammation of the muvous mem- 
brane. It had the combiued properties of an 
antiseptic,an anasthetic,and an antiphiogis- 
tic. he greater the inflammation, the greater 
was the suppuration, and consequently the 
greater the quantity of septic poison. The 
elfect of .carbolic acid was varied by a wide 
range of circumstances, ail of which should 


400 | become factors in determining its use. 


Dr. J. P. Johnson, ot Peoria, followed the paper 
with some observations on the use of carbolic 
acid. He had watched its progress from its first 
introduction as an antiseptic. In his hospital 
practice he bad satistied himself that the solid 
carbolic acid was of the greatest value in 

roducing granulation and checking sloughing. 

u opthalmic practice he had also used it exten- 
sively, and in the full strength. It caused no 
pain, prevented laehrymation, and produced 
the happiest results. The speaker mentioned 
several cases of ovariotomy where carbolic acid 
had been successfully used with not a single un- 
toward system. The listerian treatment hd 
highly recommended. Another important use 
of carbolic acid was asa menstruum for pre- 
serving anatomical specimens, and for this pur- 

it was not excelled by alcohol. 

The Committee on State Register, through its 
Chairman, Dr. E. P. Cook, of Mendota, reported 
verbally that the register prepared by the State 
Board of Health was now ali that could be de- 
sired, and that there was no longer any need for 
the further existence of such Committee. 

The Chair announced that the discussion on 
the “Opening and Drainage of Cavities in the 
Lungs and Supra- Malleolar Osteotomy.“ to have 
been participated in by Drs. Fenger and Lee. 
would have to be passed, owing to the illness of 
Dr. Lee and the absence of Dr. Fenger trom the 
city. It was afterwards ordered to be pub- 
lished. 

THE FINANCES, 

Dr. J. H. Hollister, of Chicago, Treasurer of 
the Society, offered his annual report. He had 
held the olfice tor twenty years, and the Society 
had never been so flourishing as now, this being 
the largest Convention yet held. He desired to 
be now relieved from further burdens of office 
upon the expiration of histerm. The report is 
summarized as follows: 

Receipts—Balance last year, $413; receipts 
from dues, $613; total, $1,026. Expenditures— 
Stenographer, $91; publishing transactions, $569; 
sundry bills. $73: total, $555. Balance, $492. 

Dr. Hollister olfered the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted: 

“That when any member of this Society shall 
have paid his annual dues for tifteeu consecu- 
tive yeara, he shail thereafter be termed a life 
member, and his name shall not be dropped for 
non-payment of dues; but he shall only be en- 
titled to the Annual Transactions for those 
years for which he bas paid the annual fee.” 

The Secretary read a telegram ftom the State 
Board of Health announcing that the Dill to 
regulate medicai practice bad been introduced 
into the Legislature. 

Dre. Johuson, of Peoria, offered resolutions 
thanking the local Society, the press, and all 
who bad assisted in mak ug the Convention;such 
a marked success, and the same were unani- 
mously adopted. 

Dr. Cook moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee, with Dr. N. 8. Davis as Chairman, to 
carry out the suggestions of the latter in regard 
to taking steps for pursuing certain branches of 
original investigation. The motion was carried. 
and $100 appropriated for the expenses of the 
Committee. The Chairman was to select his two 
colleagues, and the plan when completed was to 
be furnished to the members by mail within 
sixty days after adjourament.
